Mariners and others interested in commerce and the preservation of life and property from loss by shipwreck on 
the coasts of the United States are earnestly requested to give jnrompt information to the district inspectors, or engineers, 
or by direct communication to the Light-Honse Board, of all cases of iigory to or ansatiB&ctory condition or serrice of 
any aid to navigation, or of the necessity for additional aids, and of all cases in which lights are not exhibited pnnctn- 
ally at sonset and extinguished at sunrise, when they are not properly attended to during the night, when fog signalfl 
fure not properly sounded, when floating aids are out of position, and of all cases in which the published instractions are 
not strictly complied with, that the Board may, with as little delay as possible, apply the proper remedy, and prevent 
meglect of duty on the part of persons connected with the aids to navigation of the United States. 



]S^OTES. 

The lights of the United States in this list are arranged as nearly as possible in their regular geographical order 
ttom East to West, commencing at the first light nearest to the northeastern boundary, and following the seacoast to 
the entrances to the sounds, bays, rivers, etc The lights of each estuary are arranged in regular order from the sea to 
the head of navigation under separate references; after which the next seaooast light will be found in the order. In 
some instances seacoast lights have been repeated for convenience of reference. 

The names of the lights are printed as follows, viz : 

1st PRIMARY SEACOAST LIGHTO. 

2d. SSCONDABY SEACOAST LIGHTS AND LAKE-COAST LIGHTS. 

3d. lAgM-vessels, 

4th. Sound, bay, river, and harbor lights. 

The geographical positions of lights are fVimished by the United States Coast ana Geodetic Survey. Those whicb 
ore uncertain by some seconds, not having yet been accurately determined, and those of light-vessels which vary some- 
what in position, have the seconds inclosed thus : 30® 45' (57^^). 

In the column ''Characteristic of light'' the time interval of flashing lights is given from the beginning of one 
flash to the beginning of the next following flash. 

In the column " Distance visible, in nautical miles,'' will be found the distances within which the lights can be 
seen, under ordinary conditions of the atmosphere, the height of the light being measured from mean high water and 
the eye of the observer taken at an elevation of fifteen feet above sea level. In the miyority of cases the given distances 
are geographical ranges, computed from the table and formula on page 7. In the cases in which the given distances are 
smaller than would be found by computation, luminous ranges have been substituted for geographical ranges, becaiue 
the lights (princii>ally the lower orders of fixed red lights) are not of sufficient power to be seen, under ordinary atmos- 
pheric conditions, to the limits of their geographical range. 

Distances are given in nautical miles. 

Bearings and courses given are magnetic. 

Bearings relating to the visibility of lights are given from seaward. 

Depths are referred to mean low water. 

Heights are referred to mean high water.

The distaiiceB of TidbUity given in the above table are those from which an object may be seen by an observer 
whose eye is at the sea level ; in practice, therefore, it is necessary to add to these a distance of visibility corresponding 
to \he height of the observer's eye above sea leveL 

Example.— Sandy Hook Light seen Jnst at the horixon, what, under ordinaiy conditions of the atmosphere, is its 
distance from the observer? 

Height (according to list of Lights and Fog Signals), 90 feet, distance visible (according 

to table) 10. 84 nautical miles. 

Add distanoe corresponding to height of observer's eye above sea level, 16 feet = 4. 43 '' *' 

Distance of light 15.27 '* " 

Distances corresponding to heights not included in the above table may be found by the formula D = f V^j ui 
which H = the elevation, or height, in feet, of the object above sea level, and D = the corresponding distance of visi- 
bility, in nautical miles. The formula is based on the mean curvature of the earth and is corrected for ordinary atmos- 
pheric refiuction. 

The distanoe of visibility of a light may be augmented by abnormal atmospheric refraction, which usually increases 
with the height of the barometer and a falling temperature.

BEYIBED STATUTES. 



Seo. 5368. * * * Every person who holds out or shows any false light, or extinguishes 
any true light, with intent to bring any vessel, sailing upon the sea, into danger or distress, or 
shipwreck, shall be punished by a fine of not more than five thousand dollars, and imprisoned at 
hard labor not more than ten years. 



AN ACT making appropriations for the oonstraction, repair, preservation, and completion of certain public works on 

rivers and harbors, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled^ * * * 

Seo. 3. * * * Any person who shall wilfully and unlawfully injure any pier, break- 
water, or other work of the United States for the improvement of rivers or harbors, or navigation 
in the United States shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 

Approved August 14, 1876. 



EXTRACT FROM RIVER AND HARBOR ACT APPROVED MARCH 3, 1899. 

AN ACT making appropriations for the constmction, repair, and preservation of certain public works on rivers and 

harbors, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of JRepresentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled^ That the following sums of money be, and are hereby, appropriated, to be paid 
out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be immediat-ely available, and 
to be expended under the direction of the Secretary of War and the supervision of the Chief of 
Engineers, for the construction, completion, repair, and preservation of the public works herein- 
after named : 

:fc :(( He ^ N( 3f: ;): 

Seo. 14. That it shall not be lawful for any person or persons to take possession of or make 
use of for any purpose, or build upon, alter, deface, destroy, move, injure, obstruct by fastening 
vessels thereto or otherwise, or in any manner whatever impair the usefulness of any sea wall, 
bulkhead, jetty, dike, levee, wharf, pier, or other work built by the United States, or any piece 
of plant, floating or otherwise, used in the construction of such work under the control of the 
United States, in whole or in part, for the preservation and improvement of any of its navigable 
waters or to prevent floods, or as boundary marks, tide gauges, surveying stations, buoys, or 
other established marks, nor remove for ballast or other purposes any stone or other material 
composing such works : Frovided, That the Secretary of War may, on the recommendation of 
the Chief of Engineers, grant permission for the temporary occupation or use of any of tlie 
aforementioned public works when in his judgment such occupation or use will not be injurions 
to the public interest. 

Seo. 15. That it shall not be lawful to tie up or anchor vessels or other craft in navigable 

(8) 
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(Laiinels in such a manner as to prevent or obstruct the passage of other vessels or craft; or to 
V hiiitarily or carelessly sink, or permit or cause to be sunk, vessels or other craft in navigable 
] arinels ; or to float loose timber and logs, or to float what is known as sack rafts of timber and 
„s in streams or channels actually navigated by steamboats in such manner as to obstruct, 
ij;«ede^ or endanger navigation. And whenever a vessel, raft, or other craft is wi*ecked and 
-r,-k in a navigable channel, accidentally or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the owner of such 
vn. ken craft to immediately mark it with a buoy or beacon during the day and a lighted lantern 
uT ni^ht, and to maintain such marks until the sunken craft is removed or abandoned, and the 
ut^::lect or failure of the said owner so to do shall be unlawful ; and it shall be the duty of the 
.'wvjer of such sunken craft to commence the immediate removal of the same, and prosecute such 
iMiioval diligently, and failure to do so shall be considered as an abandonment of such craft, and 
'" 'Ject the same to removal by the United States as hereinafter provided for. 

Si-x\ 16. That every person and every corporation that shall violate, or that shall knowingly 
.:il. abet, anthorize, or instigate a violation of the provisions of sections * * * fourteen, and 
irrtM n of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished 
ly a fine not exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars nor less than five hundred dollars, or by 
H: prisonment (in the case of a natural person) for not less than thirty days nor more than one 
>»'ar, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court, one-half of said fine 
r(» i>e paid to the person or persons giving information which shall lead to conviction. And any 
Vud tjvery master, pilot, and engineer, or person or persons acting in such capacity, respectively, 
01: hoard of any boat or vessel * * ^ vho shall willfully injure or destroy any work of the 
T'liited States contemplated in section fourteen of this Act, or who shall willfully obstruct the 
rhaimel of any waterway in the manner contemplated in section fifteen of this Act, shall be 
leeined gnilty of a violation of this Act, and shall upon conviction be punished as hereinbefore 
I'lovided in this section, and shall also have his license revoked or suspended for a term to be 
tixHl by the judge before whom tried and convicted. And any boat, vessel, scow, raft, or other 
craft used or employed in violating any of the provisions of sections * * * fourteen, and 
tiUH-u of this Act shall be liable for the pecuniary penalties specified in this section, and in 
ufMition thereto for the amount of the damages done by said boat, vessel, scow, raft, or other 
(raft, which latter sum shall be placed to the credit of the appropriation for the improvement 
uf the harbor or waterway in which the damage occurred, and said boat, vessel, scow, raft, or 
'•tlier craft may be proceeded against summarily by way of libel in any district court of the 
I riited States having jurisdiction thereof. 

8ec. 17. That the Department of Justice shall conduct the legal proceedings necessary to 
f-nfurce the foregoing provisions of sections nine to sixteen, inclusive, of this Act; and it shall 
W the duty of district attorneys of the United States to vigorously prosecute all offenders against 
I he same whenever requested to do so by the Secretary of War or by any of the officials herein- 
ait» r designated, and it shall furthermore be the duty of said district attorneys to report to the 
Attorney-General of the United States the action taken by him agaiust offenders so reported, 
au(] a transcript of such reports shall be transmitted to the Secretary of War by the Attorney- 
fi«Mieral ; and for the better enforcement of the said provisions and to facilitate the detection and 
flinging to punishment of such offenders, the officers and agents of the United States in charge of 
nv(!r and harbor improvements, and the assistant engineers and inspectors employed under them 
l\v authority of the Secretary of War, and the United States collectors of customs and other 
leveune officers, shall have power and authority to swear out process and to arrest and take into 
custody, with or without process, any person or persons who may commit any of the acts or 
"tr< lises prohibited by the aforesaid sections of this Act, or who may violate any of the provisions 
vif the same : Provided, That no person shall be arrested without process for any offense not 
<<»mmitt^ in the presence of some one of the aforesaid officials: And ^^f'ovided further, That 
whenever any arrest is made under the provisions of this Act, the person so arrested shall be 
brought forthwith before a commissioner, judge, or court of the United States for examination of 
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the offenses alleged against him ; and such commissioner, judge, or court shall proceed in respect 
thereto as authorized by law in case of crimes against the United States. 

That all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with the foregoing sections ten to twenty, inclusive, 
of this Act are hereby repealed : Provided^ That no action begun, or right of action accrued, prior 
to the passage of this Act shall be affected by this repeal. 



THE ANCHORAGE OF VESSELS IN THE POKT OF NEW YORK. 

[1806. Department Circtilar No. 110. Division of Re venae Cutter Service, No. 67.] 

Treasury Department, Office of the Secretary, 

WaMngton^ D. 0., July i, 1896. 

The regulations governing the anchorage of vessels in the port of New York will be strictly 
enforced, and all officers of vessels of the Revenue Cutter Service at the port of New York are 
hereby empowered and directed, in cases of necessity, or when a proper notice has been disre- 
garded, to use the force at their command to remove from the channel ways any vessel found 
violating the rules, a copy of which is subjoined. 

All vessels of the Revenue Cutter Service assigned to the duty of enforcing the Anchorage 
Regulations will carry a distinctive flag at the bow. Said flag shall be a white field with a blue 
foul anchor in the center placed at an angle of 45 degrees. 

Violations of the regulations that require immediate action shall be communicated to the 
Supervisor of Anchorages at the Barge Office, who, in the absence of the special patrol boat, is 
authorized to call upon any other revenue steamer available to perform the duty required. 

All communications referring to the rules and limits of anchorage grounds at the port of 
New York will be addressed to the Supervisor of Anchorages, Barge Office, New York.

RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE ANCHORAGE OF VESSELS IN THE PORT OF NEW YORK. 

Treasury Department, July i, 1896. 

The following-described anchorage grounds for vessels in the bay and harbor of New York, 
and in the Hudson and East rivers, respectively, are hereby defined and established, and the 
following revised Rules and Regulations governing the same are published for the government 
of the owner, master, pilot, or otYa&r persons having charge of a steam vessel towing or othenoise con- 
ducting a vessel to an anchorage^ in the port of New York, pursuant to the act of Congress 
approved May 16, 1888, as follows : 

AN ACT relating to the anchorage of vessels in the port of New York. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Souse of Representatives of the United States of America in Congress

Masters of Vessels, and aU others interested : 

In view of the rex>eated injury done to the cable laid in Ellis Island channel. New York 
Harbor, instructions have been issued to warn all vessels about to anchor in or very near said 
channel, of the danger of fouling said cable. Instructions have, furthermore, been given to 
report all vessels violating, in any particular, the rules and regulations governing anchorage in 
said harbor, with a view to exacting the penalty imposed therefor by the act approved May 16, 
1888. In addition to the said penalty, the owners of vessels which foul the above-mentioned 
cable will be liable for the damage resulting therefrom, including the cost of clearing, which 
should be done, in order to reduce the injury to a minimum, by signaling for the Western Union 
Company's cable tug. 

The practice of allowing several barges to ride at anchor to one cable is especially forbidden, 
as being the occasion of such accidents. 

The Supervisor of Anchorages, New York Harbor, has been given instructions in accordance 
herewith, and it is directed that all complaints of violations of the provisions hereof be made 
to him.

Any person or persons who shall moor any vessel, scow, boat, or raft, to any buo 
or beacon or floating guide, placed by the United States in the navigable waters of this Commor 
wealth, or who shall in any manner make fast thereto any vessel, boat, scow, or raft, shall forfei 
and pay a sum not exceeding fifty dollars ; and any person or persons who shall willfully destroy 
iiyure, or remove any such beacon or guide, shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding one huu 
dred dollars, or be imprisoned in the common jail not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 2. Said forfeitures may be recovered by an action of tort, complaint, or indictment befort 
any court competent to try the same ; one-third accruing to the informer or complainant, and the 
other two-thirds to the county in which the trial shall be had.

For any offence aforesaid, committed in Prov 
dence River, or in any part of Narragansett Bay, or the waters thereof north of Kinnimicut Poini 
the action may be tried and determined before any j astice of the peace in the county of Provideiic 
or Kent, and the part of the forfeiture belonging to the United States as aforesaid for such offon(^ 
shall be paid to the collector of the district of Providence ; and for any offence aforesaid cow 
mitted in Warren River, the action may be tried and determined before any justice of the F^^^ 
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in the county of Bristol, and the part of the forfeiture belonging to the United States as aforesaid 
for such offence shall be paid to the collector of the district of Bristol, and all forfeitures that may 
accrue under this section shall be prosecuted for within the term of six months after they shall 
accrue. 

Sec. 2. Every person who shall make fast any ship, vessel, scow, boat, or raft of any kind, to 
the buoy on the shoal south of Kinnimicut, or to the stakes on said point, or to the flag-staff on the 
Half- Way Bock, or to any stake which has been or may be placed at the mouth of Bristol Harbor, 
or to any of the moorings of said buoys, and the master or owner of such ship, vessel, scow, boat, 
or raft, shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding twenty dollars nor less than five dollars, to be 
recovered by action of debt before any justice of the peace in the county of Kent, Bristol, or Prov- 
idence ; one-third thereof to and for the use of the person who shall sue and prosecute for the 
same, and the other two-thirds to be paid to the collector of the customs within whose district the 
offence shall be committed, for the ase of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The captain, owner, or owners of every ship or vessel that shall by running against 
either of the buoys at the north or south ends of Goat Island, or at the entrance of Bristol Harbor, 
near Castle Island, or shall otherwise injure the beacon on said island or any other buoy placed, or 
hereafter to be placed at the expense of the United States, in any of the waters of the Narragan- 
sett Bay, south of Kinnimicut Point, or the stakes on said point, or in any way injure, destroy, or 
remove the chains or anchors by which they are or shall be moored, shall forfeit and pay a sum not 
exceeding thirty-six dollars, nor less than twelve dollars, to be recovered by an action of debt 
before any court proper to try the same in the county of Kent or Newport ; to be distributed, paid, 
and appropriated in the manner hereinbefore pointed out. 



CONNECTICUT. 

GENERAL STATUTES, BEVISION OF 1888— SECTION 3250. 

Every x>erson who shall moor any boat or vessel of any kind or name whatsoever, or any raft 
or part of a raft to any buoy, beacon, or floating guide placed in the waters of this State by 
authority of the United States Light-House Board, or shall in any manner make fast thereto any 
boat, vessel, raft, or part of a raft, unless his life or the safety of the vessel in which he is is 
endangered by the perils of the sea, or shall wilfully remove, damage, or destroy any such buoy, 
beacon, or floating guide, or shall cut down, remove, or destroy any beacon erected on land in this 
State by said authority, shall forfeit not more than two hundred nor less than twenty-five dollars, 
one-half to him who shall sue therefor, and one-half to the State. 



NEW YOEK.

the collector of the port from which he comes, shall, for every such offence, be guilty of a misde 
meaner, and shall be punished by a fine not to exceed two hundred dollars, or imprisoned not to 
exceed three months, or both, at the discretion of the court. 

Seo. 2. That it shall be unlawfiQ for any vessel to anchor on the range line of any range oJ 
lights established by the United States Light-House Board, unless such anchorage is unavoidable, 
and the master of any vessel so anchoring shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be panished 
by a fine not to exceed fifty dollars. 

Seo. 3. Any x>erson having charge of any raft passing any buoy, beacon, or day-mark, which 
shall not exercise due diligence in keeping clear of it, or, if unavoidably fouling it, shall not 
exercise due diligence in clearing itself without dragging from its position such buoy, beacon, or 
day-mark, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction shall be punished by fine not 
to exceed fifty dollars. 

Seo. 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its ratification. 

Ratified the 22d day of February, 1883.

0HAPTE& 2. 
AN ACT passed by the l^lature of the State of Florida, for the protection of beacons and buoys. 
Section 1. If any person or persons shall, maliciously or without authority, cut down, remove, 
or destroy any beacon or beacons, buoy or buoys, erected by any commission of pilotage, or by 
any other person or persons duly authorized for that purpose, he, she, or they shall, on convic- 
tion, be fined not exceeding one thousand dollars, or whipi)ed not exceeding thirty-nine stripes, 
at the discretion of the jury. 
Approved, July 28, 1847.
